bers. 
He advisee! strongly against 


such a course, urged that the bitumi- 
nous miners continue at work, and 
favored a system of assessments as 
the best cowans of aiding u>e anthra- 
cite miners of Pennsylvania. 


When the convention met In tne 


afternoon a motion was made and 
carried that the convention go at 
once into executive session. John P. 
Reese of Iowa moved a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which this action 
was taken, declaring that, in view of 
the momentous issues 
depending 


upon the action of the convention, 
secret sessions were undesirable. 


"The entire United States is watch- 


ing this convention." said Mr. Reese, 
"and 
we. must take no chances of be- 


ing placed before the country in a 
wrong light. !f we go into executive 
session, the newspapers will get it 
just the same. 
The papers always 


get the proi-t-f-dinKS of the convention 
when it goes into executive session, 
and they always will, even if they 
have to buy their news from some of 
the gentiem^n who are in favor of an 
executive session." 


The speech of Mr. Reese carried 


the day. the vote was reconsidered, 
and it was decided that the meetings 
of the convention would be open to 
the public. 


President Mitchell then delivered 


his address, in the course of which he 
made the folio wing recommendations: 


"First—That the national secretary- 


treasurer be authorized and directed 
to immcclis. ely appropriate 550,000 
from the funds in the national treas- 
ury and place it at the disposal of 
the officers of Districts 1, 7 and 9. 


"Second—That all district, subdis- 


trict and local unions be appealed to 
to donate from the surplus ia their 
treasuries as large amounts as they 
can afford. 


"Third—That an assessment of not 


less than SI per we-.-k be levied upon 
all members of local unions, the 
amount so ic-vicJ to be collected at 
the earliest possible moment and for- 
warded 
to 
th«: national secretary- 


treasurer. 


"Fourth—Thai an assessment of .25 


per cent b»- K-vieJ upon ail national, 
district ana subdistrict officers whose 
salaries amount to SSC 
1 per month or 


more. 


"Fifth—That an appeal be made to 


all American trade-unions and to the 
general public for financial assistance 
to carry the strike through to a suc- 
cessful issue. 


"Sixth—That a committee be se- 


lected from this convention to draft 
an address to the American people, 
setting forth in proper form the pol- 
icy of the miners" organization, and 
appealing to the people to faring all 
possible press;..c to bear upon the 
officers and stockholders of the an- 
thracite coal-carrying railroads to 
compel them to treat considerately 
the appeals of their employes for ar- 
bitration." 


The speech was greeted with great 


applause from both anthracite and 
bituminous miners. 


Several speeches wer; made, those 


in favor of the recommendations of 
President Mitchell being in the ratio 
of three to one compared to those 
against.

WHITELAW REID 


Speaks at a Banquet in His Honor 


at Li/erpool. 


Liverpool. July 18.—At a banquet 


siven in hie honor here Whitelaw 
Reid, referring to the conclusion of 
peace In South Africa, said: 


"It has now become plain that this 


peace is to be permanent, 
that the 


coalescing of the hostile parties is to 
be genuine and that, as in the case of 
our civil war. there is to rise from the 
battlefields of .two determined ant! 
worthy foes a compact, united power, 
embodying both and greater than 
both. Your amnesty 
was followed 


a few weeks later by ours." 


"I do not for a moment admit the 


possibility of war between our two 
nations," said Mr. Reid. "Nature re- 
volts against it, and all the interests 
of that vast body of English-speaking 
peoples who In both hemispheres lead 
the world upward forbid IL" The 
speaker declared that neither Great 
Britain nor the United States would 
ever rule the world as did ancient 
Rome, or seek to do so. though there 
is no question that the English-speak- 
ing race leads the world in moral, ma- 
terial and intellectual progress.
